High  School  To  Graduate 
Twenty-One  Students 

Twenty-one  seniors,  constituting  the 
largest  class  to  graduate  from  the  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  High  School,  will  receive 
their  diplomas  at  Services  marking  the  first 
day  of  Shavuot,  Wednesday,  May  18. 

Some  of  the  graduates  have  been  students 
at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  since  their  years 
in  the  Early  Childhood  Center.  For  others, 
the  High  School  program  was  their  first  in¬ 
troduction  to  Jewish  education.

The  Club  hopes  a  large  contingent  from 
our  Synagogue  will  march  with  them  to  show 
support  for  Soviet  Jewry.  Past  experience 
has  proved  that  numbers  do  count. 

In  the  past  three  years,  Soviet  Jewish  emi¬ 
gration  has  plummeted  nearly  98%.  Soviet 
Jewry  is  trapped  within  the  Soviet  Union, 
deprived  of  the  most  basic  religious  and 
cultural  rights  and  subjected  to  a  constant

Thursday,  May  26  at  8  P.M. 

The  one  hundred  and  first  Annual 
Meeting  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  will 
take  place  on  Thursday,  May  26  at  8  P.M. 
with  Joel  J.  Cohen,  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  presiding. 

Rabbi  Judah  Nadich  will  install  into  office 
the  newly  elected  officers  of  the  congrega¬ 
tion,  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  officers 
of  the  “Arms”  of  the  congregation:  Sister¬ 
hood,  Men’s  Club,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Club, 
Parents  Association,  and  Women’s  Evening 
Group. 

Joel  J.  Cohen  will  deliver  the  Annual 
Report  to  the  Congregation  and  Cantor 
Lefkowitz  will  participate  in  a  Memorial  Ser¬ 
vice  for  those  members  of  the  congregation 
who  have  died  during  the  past  year. 

During  the  meeting,  the  Synagogue  will 
honor  Joseph  Howard  Katz  for  his  many 
years  of  distinguished  service  to  the  con¬ 
gregation. 

Joseph  Howard  Katz 

Those  who  know  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
well,  know  that  Mr.  Joseph  Howard  Katz  is 
Mr.  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  himself.  Be  it 
his  presence  at  Services  or  his  sage  advice  at 
meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Mr.  Katz 
represents  the  best  we  have  come  to  associate 
with  our  congregation. 

Joseph  Howard  Katz  and  his  wife  Marion 
have  been  members  of  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  for  nearly  50  years.  President  of 
the  Men’s  Club  from  1949  to  1953,  he  in¬ 
itiated  numerous  programs  which  made  that 
organization  one  of  the  centers  of  synagogue 
life.  In  1954  Mr.  Katz  was  honored  on 
Simhat  Torah  as  Hatan  Torah. 

Having  first  served  as  Vice-Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  Joseph  Howard  Katz 
became  Chairman  of  the  Board  in  1957  and 
remained  Chairman  until  1965.  From  1965 
to  1966,  Mr.  Katz  served  as  President  of  the 
congregation,  the  first  person  to  carry  both 
lay  leadership  titles  in  the  history  of  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue.  He  played  an  instru¬ 
mental  role  in  bringing  Rabbi  Nadich  to 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  and  it  was  during 
Mr.  Katz’s  tenure  that  women  were  first 
granted  aliyot  to  the  Torah.  It  was  Joseph 
Howard  Katz  who,  over  a  period  of  years, 
assembled  the  properties  on  which  our  new 
Synagogue  Building  stands.  And  in  1966,  on 
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A  capacity  crowd  is  expected  to  fill  the 
Sanctuary  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  Satur¬ 
day,  May  7  at  8:30  P.M.  when  the  world- 
famous  Victor  Borge  will  perform  on  the 
world-famous  Bosendorfer  piano.  [Like 
Borge  himself,  the  Bosendorfer  is  worth 
hearing.  It  possesses  that  little  something  ex¬ 
tra:  97  keys  instead  of  the  traditional  88!!] 

The  Concert  Committee  is  putting  the 
final  touches  on  the  arrangement  of  the 
Sanctuary  seating  for  “An  Evening  With 
Victor  Borge”  and  for  the  Black-Tie  Supper 
which  follows. 

The  committee  is  well  aware  of  the  fact 
that  every  member  of  the  congregation  who 
can  will  want  to  be  present  at  this  event  of 
the  year. 

Borge’s  charm  and  talent  as  a  master  fun¬ 
nyman  and  concert  pianist  make  him  a  treat 
not-to-be-missed.  There  is  literally  no  age 
range  for  a  Borge  audience.  It  matters  little 
whether  you  are  eight  or  eighty.  Borge 
always  manages  to  please  and  send  his  au¬ 
diences  home  laughing  and  recounting  his 
outlandish  stories,  some  of  them  so 
memorable  that  they  are  repeated  verbatim, 
for  years!  His  audience  also  has  the  opportu¬ 
nity  to  hear  him  exhibit  his  fine  concert  mu¬ 
sicianship,  an  aspect  of  his  great  talent  au¬ 
diences  do  not  get  a  chance  to  hear  or  appre¬ 
ciate  on  television.

The  Mother 

On  the  northeast  corner  of  Broadway  and 
122nd  Street  there  stands  a  building  which  is 
laden  with  history  and  meaning  for  our 
country,  for  Judaism  and  the  Jewish  people. 
From  that  building  have  come  forth  scholars 
and  scholarship,  rabbis  and  teachers,  cantors 
and  Jewish  communal  workers,  all  of  which 
together  has  caused  the  oasis  of  Jewish  life  in 
this  country  to  flower  and  bear  good  fruit. 
That  building  is,  of  course,  The  Jewish 
Theological  Seminary  of  America,  the 
greatest  institution  of  Jewish  learning  on  this 
continent.  It  is  the  fountainhead  of  Conser¬ 
vative  Judaism  and  its  life-giving  waters 
stream  out  through  the  length  and  breadth 
of  our  j^mntry,  giving  it  nourishment  and 
'STistamancey  It  is  the  mother  institution  and 
alF-^Ite^Cbnservative  congregations  are  her 
children,  deriving  their  inspiration  from  her 
and,  in  turn,  caring  for  their  parent  as 
Jewish  tradition  bids  us  to  do. 

Some  of  you  may  not  know  that  a  magni¬ 
ficent  new  building  has  risen  on  122nd  Street 
to  fill  the  Seminary’s  growing  needs  and 
especially  to  house  the  world’s  greatest 
Jewish  library  which  has  been  in  exile  since 
the  catastrophic  Fire  which  took  place  in 
1966.  The  sight  of  the  fire  made  our  hearts 
weep  as  we  watched  those  precious  volumes 
go  up  in  smoke.  Now  we  shall  have  the 
chance  to  rejoice  when  we  behold  the  ma¬ 
jestic  library  which  will  house  the  treasures 
of  our  people’s  intellectual  riches. 

Our  congregation  has  always  taken  pride 
in  its  broad  outlook  and  sees  beyond  the 
walls  of  our  own  synagogue.  This  is  our  spir¬ 
itual  home,  but  we  are  members  of  an  ex¬ 
tended  family  and  the  Seminary  can  be  liken¬ 
ed  to  the  mother  of  the  family.  We  support 
its  aims  and  its  programs  and  recognize  the 
organic  connection  we  have  with  it.  We  owe 
it  the  same  loyalty  and  support  due  to  our 
own  congregation.  We  do  not  stand  alone, 
we  are  part  of  the  exciting,  challenging  and 
vital  Conservative  movement  in  Jewish  life

The  March  begins  at  12  Noon  at  64th 
Street  and  Madison  Avenue  and  ends  at  the 
United  Nations.  Men’s  Club  is  serving  as 
march  coordinator  for  the  synagogue. 
Solidarity  Sunday  is  the  largest  annual 
human  rights  rally  in  the  world,  the  public 
event  which  does  more  for  the  morale  of 
Soviet  Jewry  than  any  other  single  event  in 
the  world.
